He has poli- 
tical experience enough, motive enough, and literary ability enough, to 
make his book instructive and readable.] The first volume, soon to be 
followed by three others, of the literary and political writings of Ar- 
mand Carrel. [Excepting an interesting pretatory biographical memoir, 
these volumes are chiefly made up of Carrel’s articles which appeared in 
the National newspaper, between the years 1830, the date of its foun- 
dation by Thiers and Mignet, and 1836, the date of his death in duel 
with Emile Girardin. Carrel was the National newspaper. His leaders, 
not as records of facts and events, but as the very life and breath of 
political polemics, are an important contribution to the history of party 
and party passion for the period during which they appeared, and daily 
stirred the French world.] 

In natural science and mental philosophy we have: L’ Année Scienti- 
Jique et Industrielle of Louis Figuier. [This is a year-book of inventions 
and new, progressive facts in science, mostly in science applied to the 
arts of life. I have had occasion, when speaking of M. Figuier’s earlier 
works, to observe that he has the rare faculty of explaining without 
dilating. He skillfully applies his scientific attainments to raising up 
the “ general reader” to the level of intelligible comprehension, rather 
than to writing down his theme. This yearly record is to be continued 
annually.) With more imagination, more taking style and somewhat 
extravagant hopefulness, Victor Meunier writes his Apostolat Seienti- 
Jique. [Something of the character of this little volume, and of those 
which are announced to succeed it, may be guessed trom such titles as 
Réconstruction Matérielle de la Socié/é, L’Anarchie Scientifique, ete. 
M. Meunier asks all moral and social reform from advancing science. 
Bat he asks no more than he expects. There is nothing gross in his 
generous faith in materialism. His enthusiasin cheers aud elevates 
rather than misleads, 1 minently a revolutionist, a reformer, a progres- 
sist and optimist, he is of the largest catholicity, receives hopefully all 
new things without too much contempt for the past. [lis greatest merit, 
perhaps, is that he sets the reader to thinking, hoping and striving for 
the best in the future.] The gyi aies de Chimie et de Physique isa 
periodical publicatiou of graver iMport than the above-mentioned works, 
[It is conducted by Dumas and other eminent men of science, and con- 
tains, beside the chronicle of the French scientific movement, a survey of 
what is done in like kind abroad.] 

In mental and moral philosophy, we have: Maine de Bisan [lis 
Thoughts, and a prefatory biographical sketch by Ernest Nerville]. In 
press, and soon to be published, a new edition of Cousin’s Lectures— 
delivered in 1819—on the Scotch Philosophers, with new prefatory pages 
of high interest to all admirers of Reid and his co-workers, among 
whom Joutfray, Cousin’s own disciple, has honorable mention. Le 
Liberté du Conscience. [This last work. of Jules Simon is the reéditing 
of four lectures delivered by him in Belgium. Thongh in large part an 
historical presentation of the relations between religion, philosophy and 
statute law or custoin in France, the ethical teaching of this volume is as 
high, as pure, and as eloquently persuasive as in the Devoir and La Re- 
ligion Naturelle of the same author. Let us also add, to the infinite 
credit of Frenchmen in this age of money-making materialism and of a 
skepticism more complete than that of which Voltaire was the witty 
mouthpiece, not the originator, that it has numerous readers and ad- 
mirers. There is, doubtless, a touch of political feeling in this. Jules 
Simon, like nearly every high-minded man of letters in or out of France 
to-day, is in the opposition. Any utterance of generous or independent 
thought in print, receives froin the present condition of things something 
of the zest of a political pamphlet. Witness, not to go further, the last 
historical works of Guizot, Thiers, Villemain, de Tocqueville. And yet 
it is of a literary race like this that Master Abbott pretends to say there 
was none who dared to write the truth respecting the first Napoleon for 
fear of being excluded from the soirées of Louis Philippe. Why is there 
not this day an historical writer in France above the mark of the Rev. 
Abbott, who would permit himself to be presented at the Tuileries ?] 
Of a certain significance is an Essay on the Life and Works of Channing, 
with a preface by Rémusat. 

In fiction, we have numberless volumes and feuilletons. Next to 
Edmond About’s pleasant stories, of which I spoke a month ago, the 
novel that has created most sensation is one modelled after the least ex- 
emplary characteristics of Balzac, entitled Madame Bovary. [In a 
minute depicting of material objects and of the littleness of provincial 
life, the author has produced a sufficiently wearisome and faithful imita- 
tion. But it is imitation. The inspiration of the master’s genius is 
wanting; the morality, or rather immorality, is irredeemably bad. The 
book and author were tried for their naughtiness before a civil tribunal 
—and not condemned. This has helped on their notoriety.] 

Of books of travel, for which, on the whole, the French are not 
famous, we have an unusual number, A grand work, with numerous 
charts, illustrative ag and drawings of a journey continued through 
three years, in Turkey, Persia, and other appropriately warm regions,

by Hommaire de Hell; Three Months in Norway, by Enault; A Regi. 
dence with the Grand Sherif of Mecca, by Charles Didier; The Journg 
of a Missionary in Texas and Mexico, by the Abbé Domenich, and Three 
Years in the United States, by Oscar Commettant (these two, above all 
the last, are specially commended to the prayerful perusal of such of 
your thin-skinned readers as stand in need of cutaneous irritation), Far 
above these in interest and graver merit, and indeed belonging to his. 
tory, is the Christianisme en Chine, Tartarie et au Thibet (Christianity 
in China, Tartary and Thibet), by the celebrated traveller and mission. 
ary, the Abbé Hue. [The first volume covers the period from the Apos. 
tolate of St. Thomas to the discovery of the Cape of Good Hope; the 
second proceeds from that date to the establishment of the Tartar-Mant- 
chou dynasty in China-—-colored of course by the writer’s Romanist and 
priestly way of thought, but remaining valuable to all readers ] 

In France, as in all other modern enlightened countries, pens and 
ink and printers abound—consequently, poems, more or less fragmen- 
tary, and “other.” [think I may take some credit to myself with your 
readers for having rarely spoken of this department of printed letters, 
To tell the truth, I have rarely intruded my eyes into it. It has been 
my impression, perhaps a totally erroneous one, that the large mass of 
French cotemporaneous poems—it may be a larger proportional mass 
than of other national poetry—was either dull commonplace, presented 
under sufficiently correct traditional forms of verse, or commonplace 
relieved by excessive eccentricity of form, which I could not accept as 
pleasing originality of thought. .And so, in the last five years, I do not 
recollect to have mentioned any new book of poetry except the two 
volumes of Victor Hugo’s Contemplations. Those I read thoughtfully 
and noted admiringly ; for, beside their substantive wealth of poetic sen- 
timent and thought, I attained to a partial appreciation of their grace of 
form and musie of expression through the kind oflice of an admirer of 
his and a friend of mine, who did me the great pleasure to read some of 
them aloud in my room, The music of a poem enters for a large part 
into its worth, and it isa quality which I am not sufficiently familiar 
with the sounds of the French tongue to appreciate in silent reading, 
Accordingly, I have doubtless let pass unumberless graceful, pretty, 
smooth, sweet, little rhymes and pages of rhyme that must have pleased 
French ears, it not filled French brains. But quite latterly I have fallen 
upon Les Odes Funambulesques of M. Bauville; and in spite of—partly, 
it may be, because of—their eccentricity of phrase, ] have found them 
sparkling with a wit and vigorous in a sarcasm, which retain their bril- 
lianey and force and aptness of satire, even when they reach my mind 
only through a mental prose translation. I was first led to read the 
pages of this fantastically entitled little volume by a letter of warm com- 
mendation addressed by Victor Hugo to the auther. I went on for ny 
own independent pleasure’s sake, as will any one, 1 think, who reads the 
opening verses, which are supposed to be addressed to the public from a 
tight rope on which the satiric author balances himself. 

Speaking of poets: the fourth best of France, despite all his faults 
and defects, the fourth best if not the third best, Alfred de Musset, died 
two days ago, aged forty-six. Ile was laid in his grave this morning. 
Old Béranger, silent now and ill, they tell me, sits desolate in his modest 
appartment of the quartier du Temple. The Empress Eugenie, from 
womanly kind-heartedness, I love to think, as much as from patent good 
policy, offered him somewhile since, through his publisher Perrotin, a 
comfortable pension, The old man, the old Republican, the old philoso- 
pher, the old French gentleman, declined the offer, absolutely but court- 
eously. Ile is seventy-seven come next August, and sits alone now 
patiently waiting for death. 
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BOOKSELLING. 
From the “ Encyclopedia Britannica.” 


Among the Greeks the trade of the bookseller (Su3dcoxazndos) was 
unknown. It arose towards the end of the republican age at Rome, 
when the literary taste of the nobles demanded an increased supply of 
books. The Roman booksellers were called Libliopdla, and sometimes 
librarii, though this term properly belonged to the slaves who were em- 
ployed in the transcription of MSS., &e. The bookseller’s shop was 
called libraria or taberna libraria. In Rome, the principal marts for 
books were the Argiletum and the Vieus Sandalarius, as St. Paul's 
Churchyard, Fleet Street, and Paternoster Row, have been in London. 
The great booksellers of the time of Augustus were the Sosii. (Cie. De 
Leg. iii. 20, Phil. ii. 9; Mart iv. 71, xiii. 8,1.4; Aul. Gell. xviii. 4; 
Hor. £p. i. 20,2; Avs. Poet. 345, &e.) 

Booksellers are in many places ranked among the members of uni- 
versities, and entitled to the privileges of students; as at Tiibingen, 
Salzburg, and Paris, where they have always been distinguished from 
the vulgar and mechanical traders, and exempted from various taxes and 
mpositions Jaid on other companies, An acquaintance with booksellers’ 
marks or signs, as expressed on the title-pages of their books, is of some 
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use, because many books, especially in the last century, have no other 
designation. The anchor is the mark of Raphelengius at Leyden ; and 
the anchor, with a dolphin twisted round it, is that of the Manutii at 
Venice and nome. The Arion denotes a book printed by Oporinus at 
Bisle; the Caduceus or Pegasus, one printed by the Wecheliuses at 
Paris and Frankfort; the cranes, by Cramoisy ; the compass, by Plantin 
at Antwerp; the fountain, by Vascosan at Paris: the sphere ina bal- 
ance, by Janson or Blaew at Amsterdam; the lily, by the juntas, at 
Venice. Florence, Lyons, and Rome; the mulberry tree, by Morel at 
Paris: the olive tree, by the Stephens at Paris and Geneva, and the 
Elzevirs at Amsterdam and Leyden; the bird between two serpents, by 
the Frobeninses at Basle; the Truth, by the Commelins at Heidelberg 
and Paris; the Saturn, by Culineus; the printing-press, by Badius As- 
cenius: and so of the rest. 

The traffic in books was in ancient times very inconsiderable, so that 
the beok merchants of England, France, Spain, and other countries, 
were distinguished by the appellation of stationers, as having no shops, 
but only stalls or “stands” in the streets. During this state the civil 
magistrates took little notice of the booksellers, leaving the control 
of them to the universities, of which they were supposed to be the 
more immediate retainers, and which accordingly gave them laws and 
regulations, examined the correctness and fixed the prices of their books, 
and punished them at discretion. But when, by the invention of print- 
ing, books and booksellers began to multiply, it became a matter of more 
consequence to regulate their proceedings; and hence sovereigns took 
the direction of the bibliopoles into their own hands. 

As despotism and a tree press are incompatible, wherever the power 
of the sovereign has been unlimited, or ecclesiastical authority has pre- 
vailed, the trade of bookselling has been put under rigorous restraints. 
Jt is only under free and constitutional governments that it is open and 
unrestricted. 

In Britain the business of bookselling is carried on by three classes of 
tradesmen: lst, Those who are chiefly engaged in the publieation of 
books, who may be considered as the manutacturers. 2, The wholesale 
booksellers or middle-men, who purchase large numbers from the pub- 
lishers, with the view of supplying from their extensive stocks the 
demands of the retail dealers. 3¢, The retail booksellers, through whom 
the public are more directly supplied. The terms en which books are 
published vary according to the agreement made by the author with the 
publisher. Sometimes the bookseller purchases the copyright for a 
fixed sum, and takes the whole responsibility upon himself; sometimes 
the author and bookseller agree to divide the risk and the profit, or only 
the profit that may be realized on an edition or editions ;* or the author 
may publish on his own account, taking the chance of profit or loss 
upon himself, paying a commission to the bookseller on the amount of 
sules, 

London is the great seat of the publishing trade in Great Britain ; 
the only other towns where it is prosecuted to any considerable extent 
are Oxtord, Cambridge, Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Dublin. The follow- 
ing is the number of persons returned as booksellers and publishers in 
England and Scotland at the census of 1851 :—

“This does not include pamphlets, of which we have only taken the 
record during the last three years :—In 1850, there were 1198 ; in 1851, 
940; and in 1852, 908; the noticeable excess for the first year arising 
from the pamphlet-writing on the Papal question, upon which there 
were no less than 180 published during one month.” 

The book trade of France is carried on much in the same§way as in 
England. 

From the last number of the Journal de U0 Jmprimerie for 1851, we

or an average per year of 6436 works. The same presses printed, in 
1851, 485 musical works, and in the ten years, 8336, or an annual 
average of 333. 

There have also been published 1014 engravings and lithographs, and 
during the ten years 13,085, or an average of 1308. 

Two hundred and fitty-three maps and topographical plans have also 
been published during the year; during the ten years 1005, or a mean 
ot 100 a year. 

Thus it appears that nearly in every department of press-work the 
year 1851 is in advance of the average of the last ten years, The grand 
total of works published in France during these ten years, engravings, 
musical works, maps, and plans, is 81,994. 

The bookselling and publishing trade in Germany is differently 
organized from that of either England or France, and, upon the 
whole, is carried on by a class of persons of superior intelligence, 
The principal booksellers of Russia, Holland, Italy, and Iungary, 
are Germans or their descendants. In Germany there is a much 
larger number of publishers than in any other country of the same 
size, and they are not, as in Great Britain or France, confined to a few 
of the principal towns, but are scattered about over the whole country, 
though, of course, their chief sales are in the numerous smail capitals 
and university towns. The German publishers generally, owing to the 
small cost of paper and print compared with the expense in England or 
France, and the comparatively small remuneration to the author, realize, 
if they sell the whole of an edition, a much larger percentage of profits ; 
but owing to the system there prevailing of sending almost all their 
works in the first year on sale to the different parts of the country, they 
are generally obliged, in order to give a book a fair chance, to print a 
much larger edition than there is any immediate prospect of selling. On 
the other hand, by this means of making known new books, very little 
is expended in advertising. 

There are no wholesale booksellers in Germany, as the term is un- 
derstood in England and France, the publishers being generally in direct 
communication with all the principal retail booksellers in every town on 
the Continent, many of them keeping as many as 1000 to 1500 trade ac- 
counts open. But every retail bookseller has his agent or “ commis- 
sioner” at Leipzig, and sometimes in other towns in the south of 
Germany, to whom all parcels for him are sent and forwarded in one 
package once or twice a-week. This agent also acts as his banker with 
the trade, almost all payments being made at Leipzig from one agent to 
another, their weekly or bi-weekly settlements being carried on in a 
small way on the plan of the clearing-house of the London bankers. At 
Easter, however, when the general balances of all the booksellers con- 
nected with the German trade are made and paid on the booksellers’ 
exchange at Leipzig, the sums are very considerable. 

Owing to the facility with which the trade of publishing can be car- 
ried on in Germany, the absence of all difficulty in immediate communi- 
cation with the whole retail trade creates a much larger number of 
publishers in proportion to the number of books published than else- 
where; in fact, almost every bookseller is a publisher to some extent, 
Nevertheless, the principal publications are in the hands of a limited 
number of publishers in the strict sense of the word; and, to some 
extent, they confine themselves to particular classes of publications, 
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In the United States of America the business of bookselling is carried 
on to a large extent, principally in books reprinted from English copy- 
right works. These being produced at the mere cost of paper and 
printing, the authors deriving no benefit from their writings, the 
American booksellers are enabled to sell at prices greatly below those 
of the English market. Of late years, however, they have published 
many valuable original works, chiefly in theology, law, and natural 
history. 

The publisher of Norton’s Literary Gazette estimates the number of 
volames published in the United States from July 1850 to July 1851 at 
1298, embracing 215,049 pages, and forming 1176 distinct works. The 
principal towns in which the bookselling business is carried on in the 
United States are Boston, in which there are 78 booksellers and pub- 
lishers; New York in which there are about 130; and Philadelphia, in 
which there are about 120. In Baltimore, Cincinnati, St. Louis, as well 
as in all the considerable towns throughout the United States, some 
books are published; and everywhere there are retailers of scliool and 
miscellaneous books. 

Repeated attempts have been made to induce the American legislature 
to sanction an international copyright law. Committees of the Senate 
have reported in favor of the measure, but the lower house, composed 
of the representatives of the people, have constantly resisted it; nor is 
it likely they will agree to a measure, though just in itself, which would 
prevent their constituents from appropriating the productions of British 
authors at a greatly reduced price, and which might at the same time 
diminish the trade of paper-makers, printers, bookbinders, and all en- 
gaged in the manufacture of books. From the low price at which the 
reprints of popular English books can be produced, the sale is often four 
or five times greater than in Britain. It is calculated that 125,000 
copies of Macaulay’s ** England * were sold in America, when scarcely a 
fifth of that number were sold in Britain. The profit of these, at the 
selling price of 32s. or $8, would amount to $1,000,000, but as they were 
supplied at 80 cents, the profits amounted to only 100,000. In this case 
there is no remuneration to the author, the type is sinall, and the paper 
thin and inferior; and asa large sale can be calculated on with certainty, 
very large editions are thrown off by machinery, so that the cost is 
reduced to little more than that of the paper. ‘ But it will be asked,” 
says Mr. Carey, “ is it right that we should read the works of Macaulay, 
Dickens, and others, without compensation to the authors? In answer 
it may be said that we give them precisely what their own countrymen 
have given to their Dalton, Davy, Parry, and the thousands of others 
who have furnished the bodies of which books are composed, and more 
than we ourselves give to the men among us engaged in cultivating 
science—fame.” Authors have ‘often had but scanty fare, but if they 
were confined to Mr. Carey’s luxuries their condition would hardly be 
improved. Mr. Carey informs us that there have been sold in the United 
States in five years 80,000 volumes of the 8vo. edition of the Modern 
British Essayists ; of Macaulay’s Miscellanies, in 8 vols. 12mo., 60,000 
volumes; of Miss Aguilar’s writings, 100,000 volumes in two years; of 
Murray’s £ncyclopadia of Geography, more than 50,000; M‘Culloch’s 
Commercial Dictionary, 10.000; of Alexander Smith’s Poems, in a few 
months, 10,000. The sale of Thackeray’s works has been quadruple 
that of England, and that of Dickens’ works counts by millions of vol- 
umes. Bleak House alone sold to the amount of 250,000 in volumes, 
magazines, and newspapers. Bulwer’s last work reached about two- 
thirds of that number; Alison’s Europe 25,000 copies; of Jane Eyre 
there have been sold 80,000. 

The universality of education in the United States is the main cause 
of an extensive publication of books. Everybody must learn to read and 
write, and everybody must have books; hence the great circulation, not 
only of foreign but of domestic literature. The sale of many of their 
more popular works, especially of educational publications, is prodigious : 
the sale of the works of Peter Parley counts by millions; of Morse’s 
Geography and Atlas (50 cents), not less than 70,000 are sold yearly ; 
of Abbott's histories, 400,000; Emerson’s Arithmetic and Reader count 
almost by millions; of the Boston Academy’s collection of sacred music, 
costing 2, dollar per volume, the sale has exceeded 600,000; and the aggre- 
gate sale of five books by the same author has probably exceeded a million, 
Of Webster’s Dictionary in 4to. (price $6), the sale has reached from 
60,000 to 80,000 volumes, and of the royal 8vo. ($3 50), 250,000. Of all 
American authors, excepting the writers of school-books, Washington 
Irving has circulated the greatest number of volumes. Prior to the 
pubiication of the edition of his works by Mr. Putnam, the sale had 
amounted to some hundreds of thousands, and yet of that edition, selling 
at 5s. per volume, the shle has already risen to 144,000 voiumes. Of 
Uncle Tom’s Cabin the sale has amounted to 295,000 copies. Of the 
works of Prescott, Bancroft, Kent, Barnes, Hawthorne, Longfellow, Bry- 
ant, Willis, Curtis, Sedgwick, Sigourney, and many others, the sale is 
exceedingly great. The copyright of Judge Story’s books is understood 
to yield above 1600/7. a-year, and other American authors have received 
large sims for their copyrights. The term of the copyright is the same 
in the United States as in Britain—forty-two years. 

The number ef semi-monthly, monthly, and quarterly journals, ac- 





—— 
cording to the last census, was 175. Every pursuit in life, and almost 
every shade of opinion, has its periodical. Dental surgery alone hes 
five, while in all EKurope there are but two. The proportion which any 
publications of British books bore to original works published in America 
during the six months ending June 30, 1853, was 169 republications to 
522 original. 

* Less than half a century since,” says Mr. Carey, “the race of Jite. 
rary men was seareely known in the country, and the amount now paid 
for literary labor is greater than in Britain and France combined, and 
will probably be in twenty years greater than in all the world beside.” 
This is certainly an American exaggeration: liberal as the remuneration 
has been to authors in the United States, it is not to be compared to the 
sums paid for copyrights in Britain; but looking forward to the next 
century,—when the English language shall be spoken in the whole of 
North, and in a great part of South America, when new nations of the 
Anglo-Saxon race will vecupy Australia, and when the English colonies 
in all quarters of the globe shall have extended their boundaries and jn- 
creased their inhabitants, and when education shall have been univer. 
sally spread,—what a glorious prospect opens for the English authors 
and booksellers of future generations! 

The profits allowed to booksellers appear to the superficial observer 
unreasonably large; but that they are probably smaller than those o° other 
trades is proved by the fact that the samme amount of capital, industry, 
aud intelligence employed in other branches of business, is generally 
found to yield a larger income to those engaged in them. : 

The selling price of a book, compared with the cost of the paper, 
printing, and binding, appears extravagant; but let us follow the pro- 
cess by which the individual volunie reaches the individual reader. The 
reader in Edinburgh desires his bookseller to supply him with a volume 
published in London at 20s.; he writes to his usual correspondent, as it 
is impossible to keep accounts with every publisher; if his correspond- 
ent allows 25 per cent. he will expect 10 or 15 from the publisher for 
himself; and before the volumes reach their ultimate destination, many 
of them percolate through three or four «ifferent hands, each entitled to 
a share of profit which is not too much for risk, &c.; so that before the 
demand reaches the original publisher, in many instances, he does not 
receive a half of the selling price, and is glad at the end of three or four 
years, if, besides the loss of interest of money, he has nota large pro- 
portion of the edition lying on his hands as waste paper. 

In 1852 the booksellers of London formed a kind of trade-union, by 
which they attempted to exclude from the trade all who would not 
keep up their prices to what was called the regular rate. This, like all 
associations of the kind, soon fell to pieces, and various plans were pro- 
posed by which the readers might be furnished with books at a smaller 
deduction from the cost of production. It has not, however, been found 
possible to dispense with the machinery by which the productions of 
the press can be distributed through the mass of readers ; and this con- 
venient machinery must be paid for till one less costly be discovered 
which will accomplish its object as well.

Witerary Intelligence. 


One of our great lexicographers has said of the written language of Eng- 
land, that the darkest hieroglyphies or most difficult cyphers which the art 
of man has hitherto invented, were not better caleulated to conceal the sen- 
timents of those who used them from all who had not the key, than the state 
of our spelling is to conceal the true pronunciation of our words from all ex- 
cept a few well educated natives. The anomalous state of the language, in 
this respect, is likely to receive more attention from the learned, in conse- 
quence of the offer of two prizes of £100 and £40 respectively, for the two 
best and approved essays on a reform in the spelling of the English language, 
by the introduction of a phonetic instead of the present unphonetie system. 
The essays are to inelude an historical account of the origin and growth of the 
present imperfect system of spelling, an analysis of the system of articulate 
sounds, and an exposition of those oceurring in our language, with a notice 
of the various modes in which it has been attempted to express those sounds 
graphically, and a suggestion for doing so, in which care should be taken 
that no letter should express more than one sound, that no sound should be 
expressed by more than one letter, and that as few new types as possible 





should be admitted. The competition is open to Great Britain and Ireland, 
British America, and the United States, and the essays to be written in Eng- 
lish, to be forwarded before the end of March, 1858, to Sir W. C. Trevelyan, 
Bart., Wallington, Neweastle-on-Tyne, one of the adjudicators. The others 
are Professor Max Muller, of Oxford; Dr. Latham, A. J. Ellis, Esq., Edin- 
burgh, and Isaae Pitman, Esq., Bath. These are names which give the ut- 
most confidence in the attention which the essays under competition will 
receive as well as afford eneouragement for expecting that the subject of 
phonetic writing will heneeforth be more systematically considered by men 
of learning, instead of being left to the unaided efforts of zealous individuals, 
such as the publishers of the ‘‘ Phonetic News.”—Literary Gazette. 


M. Tegoborski, a Russian writer on political economy, of considerable 
eminence, has just died.—Jdem. 
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Professor Borguet, of Litge, is to proceed ina few days to Rome to beg 
ermission of the Pope to make scientific researches into the archives of the 
Vatican. He will be accompanied by two artistic professors, empowered to 
found in the Eternal City an academy of fine arts, similar to the existing 
French institution on the Pincian hill —Jdem. 


An interesting law-suit is now oceupying the courts in Brussels. A 
Monsieur Marneffe, the “ conservator ” of the Royal Gallery of Pictures, 
as plaintiff, complains that Monsieur Schayes, a well known literary charaec- 
ter, and curator of the Museum of Antiquities and ancient Arm, as defendant, 
borrowed from him and neglected to return, a valuable manuscript in the 
Flemish language, by the great painter Rubens. The MS. is alleged to be 
on the principles of art, in Rubens’ own hand-writing, and the damages are 
laid at five thousand francs) The lawyers on both sides have hunted up 
much ancient lore, and accumulated a mass of curious historical evidence 
on the ways and habits of the great Flemish painter. Amongst other things, 
the defendant asserts that when Rubens wrete on art, he never employed 
the Flemish, but invariably the Italian language, and that the manuseript 
¢annot consequently be his own genuine production.—/dem. 


Awctent Surstrreres ror Parer—A curious correspondence has taken 
place between M. Egger, a member of the Institute of France, and M. Firmin 
Didot, the printer aud publisher, on Ancient Substitutes for Paper. M. 
Rhizo Rhangabe, now Minister of Foreign Affairs in Greece, published, some 
time since, a copy of the remaining portions of an inscription detailing the 
expenses ineurred by the Athenians in the construction of the Ereetheion, in 
the year befure Christ 407. M. Egger drew the attention of M. Didot, by 
letter, to two of the items published by M. Rhangabe, in which the cost of 
two tablets for writing the accounts on is given at one drachma (nearly 9d ) 
each, and the price of two leaves of paper for copies at one drachma and two 
oboli (or nearly 1s). M. Egger states, that these accounts were drawn up on 
wooden tablets coated with white wax, like those used for the annals of the 
Roman Pontiffs, and called a/bums, from their color. The paper he conceives 
to have been formed of leaves of the papyrus, and not of the skins of animals, 
used in Asia for the purpose (as stated by Herodotus), nor of parchment— 
charta Pergamena, so called from Pergamus in Mysia. M. Fgger assumes 
that wax tablets were used in place of paper on account of their costing less 
money, though at the present time they would, of course, be by far the dearer 
material of the two. A family, consisting of four adults, could, it is stated, 
live in Athens on a sum equivalent to 20/. a year,—and, starting from these 
data, M. Egger infers that the cost of the wax tablets must, according to the 
present value of money, have been about 3s., and that of a leaf of papyrus 
nearly 4s.;—and he writes to M. Didot to inquire whether the papyrus 
which fetched so exorbitant a price relatively had any qualities to compen- 
sate for its dearness. In reply, M. Didot says, that the price paid at the 
period alluded to for a leaf of papyrus corresponds exactly with that of a 
sheet of veilum at the present day. Ile agrees with M. Egger, that the paper 
referred to was the papyrus leaf—then an important article of commerce 
with the Egyptians The Greeks ealled it 4ib/os, and the paper made from it 
chartis, whence the Latin e/arta; the prepared skins used by the Persians 
were called dipteri or derris. When the Ptolemys, out of mere literary jeal- 
ousy, stopped the export of papyrus, in order to deprive Eumenes and At- 
talus (the kings of Pergamus) of the materials for forming books, the latter, 
whose collection of books already vied with the Library of Alexandria, caused 
great attention to be paid to the manufacture of skins,—these were called 
Pergaminon and bembrani, whence membrana. The high price of papyrus 
had, of course, a great effect upon the cost of books, Plato is said to have 
paid 100 ming (equal to about 360/.) for the three treatises written by Philo- 
laus, the Pythagorean philosopher,—and Aristotle paid three talents (equal 
to nearly 6502.) fora few volumes which had belonged to Speusippus, a disciple 
of Plato. As the papyrus was of a spongy texture, and the ink ran into it 
and made the writing difficult to read, the ancients had a plan of sticking 
two leaves together crosswise as regards the fibres. This, however, only 
produced a partial cure, and experiments were made in applying a coating 
of size to fill up the pores. A man named Philtotecis at length invented a 
paste of starch and vinegar, which was looked upon as so important a dis- 
covery that the Athenians erected a statue in his honor. It is stated asa 
remarkable fact that, although the papyrus plant was used so extensively by 
the Egyptians, who constructed boats and covered houses with the stems, 
made sails from the bark, fuel of the roots, and clothing and ropes from the 
fibres, not a single specimen of the plant is now to be found in that country. 
M, de Sauley states, however, that it may be found in great abundance on 
the banks of a rivulet in Judea, between Jaffa and Kaisarich. When the 
Arabs began to make paper from the cotton, called charta Damascena, from 
the original place of manufacture, papyrus began to decline in value,—still 
the competition between the two articles was maintained with vigor until 
the application of waste flax ahd hemp to the making of paper was discover- 
ed, in the twelfth century. The last-named materials were, however, them- 
selves doomed to be superseded by the application of rags to the manufacture 
of paper.— A thenewmn. 


, A monument to the memory of the late Hugh Miller is to be erected 
in his native town of Cromarty. Meetings on the subject lave been held in 
Edinburgh and various parts of Seotland, and from the interest felt 
in the proposal by the working-classes, who are proud of Mr. Miller 
as having been originally a noble representative of their order, the sub- 
scriptions commence at a shilling, that many may take part in the under- 
taking. It is also proposed to found a memorial scholarship of natural his- 
tory in the New College, Edinburgh. 














A new periodical has appeared in Turin under the title of the “ Gabinetto 
Letterario,” which seems got up with great care, and is very well edited. 
The principal articles in it are extremely well executed translations from the 
most popular French, English, and German writers. 


One of the most celebrated of the Greek poets of the present day, Dionysius 
Salomos, died the other day, in the island of Corfu. 


John M‘Gregor, late M.P. for Glasgow and author of a great number of 
statistical works, died last week, in Boulogne. Mr. M‘Gregor was a com- 
piler of extraordinary diligence ; and is best known by his series of ‘ Com- 
mercial Tariffs.” But his gatherings on the field of history—though he was 
in no sense a historian—were considerable. Tis first work was “ British 
America,” published in two volumes, in 1852; and his last work was a “ Ilis- 
tory of the British Empire from the Accession of James the First.” We do 
not imagine that any one except the printers ever read these works through ; 
yet the true historical writer might find in them useful materials for his pur- 
pose.—A thenaum.

If, in the roar of more stirring scenes in 
the life-drama appointed me, | have s metimes lost the tones of those inner 
voices, and given but faint and f eble echoes to the world, my punishment 
must be in the knowledge that these pages will fal to afford a pleasure to 
the reader as deep and pure as they yielded to the author.”
